Ellis’ body was found in his dormi- 
tory room, the hands and feet bound 
by reef bows, a knot which tightens 
under pressure but ean be released by 
a jerk on the loose end. It is exten- 
sively used by magicians. There was 
no sign of a struggle but a handker- 
chief was tied tightly over the mouth 
and death, the coroner said, resulted 
from suffocation 

In the Evening Standard last night 
a columnist wrote of a recent edition 
of the Cambridge University magaaine 
which was designated as a “special 
murder number,” and which featured 
a story dealing with the discovery of 
a student's body in strange cireum- 
stances and with efforts by police to

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UP TO THE REDUCERS 

A correspondent writes from Edson; 
“Mr. Mark Albert takes time and space 
to tell the world that wages must not be 
reduced. You have given us some articles 
to show that government expenditure 
must not be reduced. Will he or you or 
somebody else step up and tell us what 
must be reduced to get the money circu- 
lating more freely?” 

That job belongs to the advocates of 
reduction, not its critics. When they have 
explained how cutting down wages and 
shutting off public expenditure would put 
more money into circulation, or cause the 
present money to circulate more freely, 
will be time to call upon the dissidents to 
point out some other ways in which the 
reducing process might be applied to 
advantage. 


EUROPE ALSO WORRIES 


Canadians will note with interest, and 
with hope, that Europe is also wondering 
what to do with a wheat surplus. Repre- 
sentatives of twenty-seven European 
countries are meeting in Paris to talk over 
their excess wheat, how to get rid of it, 
and how to prevent another. Bonusing the 
growing of wheat, it may be inferred, has 
produced the natural result. 

Decisions reached at the conference, it 
is stated, may determine how much wheat 
France will buy from Canada and other 
great exporting countries. From which 
there is reason to hope that light may be 
dawning on France and other industrial 
countries in the old world; and it is be- 
coming apparent to them that if they do 
not buy wheat abroad they cannot sell 
manufactured goods abroad. 


HOW MANY TEACHERS? 


As there are more teachers in Alberta 
now than can secure employment, the 
question naturally arises as to whether the 
province needs three normal schools, and 
also the question as to Whether the Gov- 
ernment should go on making loans to 
students who wish to take the teachers’ 
training course, 

The security of these loans is the vros- 
pective earning power of the students, 
and that security necessarily weakens 
when the prospect of a new teachcr se 
curing employment is diminished. That 
aside, it is not in the interest of the stu- 
dents, of the teaching profession, or of 
the public, that young men and women 
should be encouraged to spend time and 
money fitting themselves for a prefession 
at which it is doubtful if they will be able 
to earn a living. 

A frank statement irom the Minister 
of Education on the whole outlook of the 
teaching profession in the province would 
be timely and very much to the point. 
Have we created facilities for too much 
“mass production” of teachers in relation 
to the prospective demand, looking at the 
matter over say a five year period” Or is 
it probable that there will be an increase 
in the number of schools sufficient to ab- 
sorb the graduates from the normals and 
the already existing surpinus? 

It is too much to suppose that the sup- 
ply of teachers can ever be made to fit the 
demand with mathematical precision, and 
that a condition can be maintained in 
which every teacher will Le able to find 
a school and every school a teacher, But 
some tolerably accurate forecast ought to 
be possible, and, if possible, is most desir- 
able. 


THE ARGENTINE EXPEDITION 

The Argentine is not a name to con- 
jure with in Canada just now. To the 
casual reader it suggests the chief reason 
why the price of wheat went down, why 


there has been talk of secession, fiat 
money and other vain delusions in the 
prairie belt, and why the western pro- 
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vinces find themselves saddled with a $22, 
000,000 contingent liability to the banks. 

About the last thing the westerner as- 
sociates with the name of the southern 
republic is the idea that it might be a pro- 
fitable place for Canadians to do business.

ail, Chile, Cuba and Uruguay $30,000,000 
worth of goods, while our imports from 
those countries amounted to only $16,- 
000,000, Still more suggestive, Argen- 
tina imports every year goods valued at 
about $900,000,000. 

Needless to say, these imports are 
not farm products, They are, in the 
main, manufactured goods. Like other 
South American states, the Argentine is 
not an industrial country, nor likelyo be- 
come such. It produces almost exclu- 
sively farm products and raw materials, 
and is a heavy importer of manufactured 
products. While the Canadian farmer 
has little or no chance to do business there, 
the Canadian manufacturer+may, and if 
he can get a footing in the market he may 
operate on a scale large enough to be of 
considerable importance to both Canadian 
industrial workers and farmers. 

With the object of introducing Cana- 
dian manufactured goods into the Ar- 
gentine, and making trading connections 
there, a party of Canadian businessmen 
sailed the other day to attend the great 
exhibition that is to be held in Buenos 
Aires, and to tour the country somewhat 
extensively. The excursion was ar- 
ranged by the Canadian Chambers of 
Commerce and the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, with the Dominion Government 
co-operating. 

While he is not directly concerned, the 
western farmer may well hope that the 
delegates will meet with success beyond 
their largest expectations. If the Argen- 
tine is and is to be his keen rival in the 
wheat market of Great Britain, that ri- 
valry will be to some degree offset if Can- 
ada can draw to itself Argentine wheat 
money in payment for manufactured 
goods, for the Canadian farmer will share 
in the incidental benefits from the addi- 
tional activity thus created in our indus- 
trial centres.

EYESTRAIN OFTEN CAUSES STIES 

Sties are really small boils which form on the edge 
of the eyelids. ‘They are due to the infection by pus- 
forming organisms of the small oll glands which se- 
crete oil for the eyelashes. ‘These pus-forming or- 
ganisms are present on the fingers and probably the 
eyelids of everyone, and yet they cause an infection 
in only a small number of cases. The reason for this 
is that they will not cause an infection unless the 
body's risistance is broken down. 

The skin really acts as a germproof covering which 
keeps these infective bacteria out, but if the resistance 
of the skin is lessened by rubbing the eyelids, as 
children frequently do, or by congestion of the eye- 
lids from eyestrain, the germs may enter and bring 
about a sty. It is noticeable also that blonds and 
red-heads are much more often affected by sties than 
brunettes. This is because the skin of brunettes is 
usually thicker and more resistant, 

It is also found that children who study too 
much, or who strain the eyes by poor light, or who 
need glasses, will often form the habit of rubbing the 
eyes frequently. While rubbing the child will carry 
to the lds the germs which are to cause the infec- 
tion, providing the resistance is below par. Thus, 
the bacteria locates and sets up a local infection 
which becomes the sty. First, you will find acidosis 
and enervation, then local irritation through rubbing, 
and finally, the sty. 

When there is only a single sty, it is probable that 
the infection was more or less accidental, but 
where there are flocks of sties occurring from time 
to time, it is an indication that the body's resistance 
has been greatly reduced by eyestrain, enervation or 
acidosis, 

Once the sty has started, the best treatment is to 
use hot packs over the eyes several times daily, Hold 
a cloth wrung out of hot water over the eyes and for 
several inches around the eyes. In a day or two the 
siy wil ripen and discharge. If there is a hair grow- 
ing out of the sty, it is a good plan to pull the hair 
out to start the drainage. After the sty comes to a 
head it is all right to press the pus out gently, but 
do not squeeze too hard or you may spread the infec- 
tion to the other small glands in the eyelids. 

The permanent cure for sties is to have the eyes 
examined for eyestrain and to increase the alkalinity 
of the body by using plenty of the alkaline forming 
fruits and vegetables, and less of the sweets and 
wrong food combinations which might result in aci- 
dosis. Both the acidosis and inflammation should be 
overcome by better health habiis, and no more stiles 
will appear

ined me he said, ‘I want yq@ to eat.’ (1 have been 
trying to eat less and combine my foods more care- 
fully.) Another doctor ddvised me to avoid full meals 
and eat five times a day instead of three. All this be- 
ing so contrary to your teachings, what advice would 
you give?” 

Answer: The second doctor's advice seems more 
sensible, but I do not believe it is necessary to eat 
five meals a day, as three small meals are usually 
enough, providing the foods are properly combined, 
and you eliminate all those with a tendency to pro- 
duce excessive gas.

The guest book, if there was one, 
of the White House during the 
Roosevelt regime would show, IT am 
sure, &a more variegated visitor list 
than any other regime before or 
since would show. 

The popular impression of the 
voluble Roosevelt is that of a host 
Surrounded by painters, prize-fight- 
ers, poets, big game hunters, arch- 
acologists, historians, economists, 
scholars busy with the revival of 
ancient sagas as wellsprings of in- 
spiration for modern nationalisms, 
and so on, talking to them endlessly 
and displaying to them an astound- 
ing knowledge of their special fields, 

I have talked with many men who 
were week-end guests at the Whi'e 
House during Mr. Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration, and they tell me that | 
the opposite was true. 

Roosevelt was an omnivorous read- | 
er, gulping a book at a glance, if I 
may so mix my figures of speech. 

He did know an amazing lot about 
many things, but as host he was, 
first of all, an expert questioner and 
a listener extraordinary, 

It was this rare artistry in ques- 
tioning and listening that stocked 
and stored his mind even more than 
the range of his reading. | 

But, more important, it was this 
rare artistry of questioning and lis- 
tening that made Roosevelt the suc- 
cessful administrator he was, 

The great leader must be a good 
listener, 

Most men would rather talk than 
listen, and so the leader lets them 
talk, and by letting them talk he 
wins them, he woos from their 
minds their ideas, stimulates their 
Sense of partnership in the enter- 
prise the leader seeks to advance, 
and minimizes in their minds any 
notion that they are but tools the | 
leader seeks to use.

Having had so much) 
difficulty over the $40 which I did 
not owe, and the $40 money order 
which Miss Harding had sent me for 
railtuad fare to Marion and which 1 
had failed to endorse, with the sub- 
sequent distress of not being able to 
cover my $15 check to Tim, I sighed 
with humorous appreciation when 1 
perceived another $40!

... don’t forget to send me the} 
check for $100—and if you are broke 
at this time, let me know, for I'll 
have to resort to something, though 1) 
don’t know what yet.” 

As I look back upon Tim Slade's, 
course of comparative inaction, I won- 
der why IT kept on hoping he would 
ever be able to accomplish anything 
for Elizabeth Ann. But ft is easy to 
see that I have had nothing except 
hope to cling to, and “hope springs 
eternal,” 

Not having even an acknowledg- 
ment from Tim of the letter just quot- 
ed above, I decided to take what /had 
been in my head as the next step if 1) 
met disappointment on al! sides. Per- 
haps, after all, I was wrong, and it was 
right for me to suffer, and forfeit for 
my daughter all hope of being aided 
substantially by those who were her) 
father’s people. I would seek the 
counsel and judgment of one who was 
surely eminently qualified to advise 
me, and I would frankly ask him ex- 
actly where he felt my duty toward 
my child lay.

O, UNDER date of May 15th, 1926, 
I wrote to the Vice-President of 

the United States, Charles G. Dawes, 
as follows: 
“Brigadier-General Charles G, Dawes, 
Washington, D.C. 
My Dear Sir: 

There is a matter of grave import- 
ance which I would very much like 
to discuss briefly with you. 

It concerns an individual in whom 
a mutual friend of yours and of mine 
was intensely interested. 

Inasmuch as it is a matter both 
private and personal, it is impossible 
of discussion with your secretary or 
anyone else who might represent you 
in ordinary affairs of business. 

Will you be good enough to grant me 
a brief interview? 

Respectfully, 
(MISS) NAN BRITTON." 

I would go to him as soon as he 
replied to my letter, and I was sure 
he would reply in the affirmative and 
grant me an interview. Even though 
he were the Vice-President, he wou'd 
be accessible to a citizen of the United 
States if that citizen could produce a 
letter of such friendliness as that 
which I would show him I had receiv- 
ed back in 1917 from Mr, Harding, 1 
was entirely unafraid to discuss my 
qnatter for Hlizabetlhh Ann with any- 
one, even the King of England, and 1 
would put it squarely to General 
Dawes as to whether he thought I had 
asked for more than was Elizabeth 
Ann's due when I requested from the 
Hardings $50,000 for her.

I mailed Tim Slade this leaflet about 
the Memoria] and the ceremony pro- 
grams, and wrote him that I wished 1 
could attend. If only I could obtain 


the necessary funds to make the trip, 1} 


would go to Marion, to be there for 
the services, and while there I would 
“round up” in some way the people 
who were attending and taking part in 
those ceremonies, These, combined 
with the Hardings themselves, who, 1 
was sure, wou'd be in attendance, I 
would ask in Warren Harding's name 
to listen to me, and to take some ac- 
tion in behalf of Warren Harding's 
child. And, so desperate was I, and so 


| sick in mind and body, I even medit- 
jated upon interrupting the ceremony 


itself, speaking publicly for the child 
of her father, Warren Harding, whose 
memory could be better perpetuated 
by providing for her welfare than by 
building miNion-dollar memorials in 
his honor.

Changes Will Likely In- 
clude Doubling Amuse- 


ment Tax

VANCOUVER, B.C., Feb, 25.+The 
Vancouver Province publishes the fol- 
lowing despatch from Victoria: 

“Taxpayers of British 
may expect five increases In taxation 
in the government's current dudget, 
due to be introduced in the legislature 
next weck. These are; 

“1. Doubling of the amusement tax. 

“2. Removal of the present exemp- 
tion in the income tax for any 
amount paid by the taxpayer througna 
the federal income tax. 

“3. Abolition of the deduction of 
10. per cent. now taken off the 
amount due from a taxpayer under 
the provincial income tax. 

“4. An annual fee of $1 for auto- 
mobile drivers’ licenses; these licenses 
being compulsory for every member 
of a family who drives a car av any 
time. 

“5, Increase in annual tax on head 
offices of banks from $3,000 to $7,500 
with proportional increases for 
branch banks 
SIXTH CHANGE 

“A 3ixth important change in the 
present fiscal structure is expected to 
take away from the municipaiitios 
the pari-mutuel taxes which they now 
received in full. The governmeat, it 
is understood, will retain this tax, 
which last year amounted to $192 000. 

“All these changes, it was learned 
Tuesday, were presented to the Qon- 
servative caucus recently and virtu- 
ally approved. It is the general un- 
derstanding of members that they 
will be adopted and implemented into 
the budget of Hon. J. W. Jones, min- 
ister of finance, unless some unfore- 
seen objection arises 

“By these changes the government 
hopes to secure additional revenue of 
about $1,250,000. This, it was ex- 
plained, is vitally needed to balance 
next year's budget, following a very 
large deficit this year.”

NEW GAME ACT 
" PROPOSED FOR 
~— ALTA.IN1932 


Those Interested Will Be 
Invited to Submit Their 
Views 


Drafting and introduction of a new 
Alberta Game Act at the 1932 session 
jof the legislature was announced on 
Wednesday by Hon. George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture and health 
He also announced that all persons 
and organizations interested therein 
would be given opportunities of sub- 
|mitting ideas and suggestions for in- 
|clusion in the measure 

For some considerable time the 
minister has had a complete revision 
of the Act under consideration, and 
{his ideas have crystallized since a 
conference on Tuesday with officials 
of the Alberta Game and Fish Pro- 
lective association, represented by 
| Frank Farley, president, Camrose; 
Norman Fraser and Dr, R, A. Rooney, 
of this city, 


TO SEE NEIGHBORS, 


| ‘The governments of Manitoba, Sas- 
|katchewan and British Columbia will 
be consulted in regard to the matter, 
and on behalf of Alberta, Hon. Mr 
Hoadley will endeavor to frame an 
Act with as many uniform provisions 
as possible, and especially in main 
features, and all the while remember- 
ing that special clauses must of ne- 
|cessity differ, according to the varia- 
| tion in topography and other matters 
between the provinces, 

The minister expressed the opinion 
that as the natural resources had 
been so recently returned, that this 
| was the proper time to draft a new 
|Act. It would entail a survey of the 
jlands taken over as well as the lakes 
with any bird sanctuaries that might 
be in existence. The new measure 
| will make provision for the setting 

aside of certain bodies of water for 
| birds in their seasonal flights north 
and south 
| In addition it is proposed to aid the 
feathered population in hatching by
